We had formed the opmion, as has, 
we presume, almost every one, that Capt, 
Beckwourth was a rough, illiterate back- 
woodsman, but were most agreeably sur- 
prised to find him a polished gentleman, 
possessing a fund of general information 
which few can boast He 3s now sixty- 
two years of age,’but locks scarec fifty. 
hale, hearty, and straight as an arrow. 

_ A native of St. Louis, having a natura 
longing for adventure he, in 1816—then 
a youth of nińeteen—set cut for the 
Rocky Mountains, traversing the great 
Plains. then an unexplored and unknown 

` region. In the winter of that year he 
reached the mountains—traversing the 
_ country where we now write, and which 
is just now becoming known— passed 
through the Cache-a-la-Poudre Pass, and 
- . penetrated the heart of the great Rochy 
Mountain region. For forty-three years 
he has enjoyed the pleasures, endured 
the pains, and braved the dangers and 
perils of a roving mountaineer, During 
that time he has become familiar with a 
vast region of country, stretching from 
the frozen regions of the far north, to 
the sunny plains of Old Mexico; from 

the turbid Missouri to the peaceful Pacific 
-~-what a history 1s here! 

For many years he was identified with 
the Indians of this region, more particu- 
~ larly with the Crow nation, of which he 
was the head chief and ruling pn for} 
‘more than a dozen years.

For some years he has resided in Cal | 
fornia, in what is umiversally known as, 


Beckworth Valley, from whence he re- 
turned only a few months since. He 
visited Saint Louis—which he had not’ 
` seen for twenty-two years—again greeted 
this friends and relations after an absenc® 
of half an ordmary lifetime; “ but,” says 
_ the veteran, “I could find no St. Louis 
“I got lost in the streets and had to get a 
gude to lead me to my brother’s house.”

He soon tired of the great city, and] 


moved up the river to visit his old friend 
and comrade on many a bioody field, Col. 
Vasquez, of -Westport; Mo. The meet. 
ing between the old veterans after so 
many years separation we can imagine, 
but hardly describe. Whilst staying 
there he met with an accident, occasioned 
_ by the fall of his horse, by which he was 
severely injured, and from which he sull 
suffers. 
< On the second of October, he set out 
for this place with A. P. Vasquez & Co.’s 
train, and its safe arrival, after ‘running 
~ -the gauntlet of hostile Indians, 13, no 
doubt, ın a great measure due to his èx- 
perience. When coming up the Arkan- 
sas, he met with the Cheyennes, whom 
he? had not seen for ovér twenty years; 
but he was instantly recognized, and his 
presence telegraphed for many miles to 
the scattered, bands, who came rushing to 
meet and welcome him, whom they con- 
sider the “Big Medicine” of all the 
white men of the plains. He cays he 
feels like prosecuting the settlers, who 
are encroaching, and building cities on 
his old hunting grounds. We hope be 
may live to.see a great city, and a greater 
Sta‘e here, where, no doubt forty years 
. ago: he did not dream of seeing a white 
mas, except his fellow trappers and 
tracers. 

We look forward to many pleasant 
hours in listening to-the stories of the-old 
hero, and hope to be able to interest our 
readers likewise.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
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[For the Rocky Mountain News J 
The Provisional Government---[ts 
Legahty. 

The attempt by the people of this sec- 
uon of country to form for themselves a 
system of government, without the inter- 
ference of Congress, will doubtless call 
down the animadversions of a large por- 
tion of the ; eople of tke several States, 
as a gioss violation ef those fundamental 
principles upon which our American in- 
sututions rest. A desire to avoid much 
undue censuxe that might thus come upon 
an undertaking, doubtiess intended for the 
best, prompts a brief inquiry into the le- 
gality and justice of the course taken 

The broad question presents itself, 
whethe: the people, on any part of the 
public domain included within the limits 
of an organi ed Teriitory, can, under any 
circumstances, exel cise for themselves the 
powers of sovereignty, independent of the 
Organic Act thereof. 

“Sovereign power,” as commonly un- 
derstood, unphes an absolute ability in 
government to administer to all the wants 
and necessities of the people, which their 
mutual relations may require; and when- 
exer this ability becomes manifestly insuf- 
ficient for such purpose, then the citizen 
is justified in seeking elsewhere for that 
wholesome exercise of sovereign powel 
necessary to his own well being and hap- 
piness ` 

Wanhan the last few years the doctrine 
of ‘‘popular sovereignty” has underwent 
much and rigid investigation, but well as 
it 1s understood by the people at large, 
there ıs a strong disposition with many 
persons to confound it with any general 
movement of the people unsanctioned by 
law Now, “popular sovereignty,” 1n an 
eminent senee, teaches and commends to 
the citizen obedience to the laws of the 
land as his first duty, but ıt also strenuous- 
ly contends for all his mghis under the 
Constitution, as witnessed by the Douglas 
Democratic doctrine, which resists the 
power of Congress to legislate in domes- 
tic concerns over the people of the Terri- 
tories. As Congress, then, ıs impliedly 
authorized by the Constituuon— by its very 
spirit and general iptent—to provide for 
the birth and accession to the federal Un- 
ion of new States out of the public do- 
main, to organize Territories, ıt be- 
comes the sacred constituuional duty of 
the people to obey the orgamc acts there- 
of, when they do not transgress the limits 
of the Constitution Does it not seem, 
then, that without impeaching the Organic 
Act of Kansas as going beyond the power 
of Congress, there 1s no way of justifying 
the setting up of a government independ- 
ent thereof, except upon the ground of 
unperative necessity ? And here we are 
met by the maxim that the sovereign pow- 
er is equal to all the civil wants of the 
peopled theoretical trath, which may 
have an-exception in this case, 

In passihg the Organic ‘Act of Kansas, 
the peopling of a remote part of the Ter- 
Titory 1) aday, sas not anticipated, nor 
was provision made for it in fact. though 
theory says so, but the gradual and usual 
| settlement of the Tertitory only was look- 
ed to. x It may, with a show of reason, be 
said, then, that the wonderful state of af- 
fairs here, where the law 1s a dead letler 
as to its practical enforcement, may legal- 
ly justify a resort to independent proceed 
ings by‘the people, in order: to -secure to 
themselves life, liberty and praperty.— 
This is an extreme step, but it may be 
said, to their credit, that a movement of 
thie kind among the American “people, ` 


carries with it not a hundredth p part of the 
danger that it would with any other. On 
the contrary, experience every day shows 
their capacity to properly conduct them- 
selves in such exigencies, and: this fact 
will doubtless proye a stron motive: with 
ẹ general Government to recognize the 
ol attempt of the people here at independent 
government, even should the claim of ne- 
cessities be denied. It is beheved that 
the practice of the geneial Government 


confidence 1n the people, and to favor pop- 
ular acon. . Whether sts paruality can 
be relied on in this case, should it be in 
violation of law, can be known only In 
the course of time.

SKETCHES OF NEW MEXICO 
AND ITS SOCIETY. 


[CONTRIBUTED BY PROF. GOLDRICK.] 


I. 

Having spent a portion of last summer 
in the New Mexican Territory and ac- 
quired, through obseryation, inquiry and 
other sources (which it is deemed imma- 
terial to the present purpose to quote or 
acknowledge ın detail) some items and 
ideas respecting the country, and its 
manners and customs, 1t has occurred to 
the writer that a few brief sketches of 
the same would not be altogether un- 
acceptable to some of the readers of the 
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it— of the poor aborigines of America.

The province of New Mexico, of which 
Santa Fe de San Francisco (Holy Faith 
of St Francis), the capital, was one of 
the first settlements. dates among the 
earliest settlements made in America, 
Some traditions, the historian Mariana 
among the rest, relates that a band of 
adventurers proceeded thus far north 
soon after the capture of the City of 
Mexico by Hernaudo Cortes, although 
itis a little doubtfal, and hardly probable 
that the Spaniards, with all their mania 
for gold, would ha-e pushed their con- 
quests two thousand miles further into 
the interior at so early a day and through 
the unexplorable regions of hostile sav- 
ages. Herrera, writing A.D. 1550, 
mentions New Mexico as a known pro 
vince lying north of New Galicia, though 
as yet only inhabited by its own aborigines; 
having been called New Mexico probably 
only from the resemblance of the natives to 
those found in Old Mexico. 

The only document which gives any 
clue to the first settlement of this tract of 
the North American continent 1s found 
in the archives at Santa Fe, bearing date 
of September 21, 1595, in the shape of a 
memorial of one Senor Onate, praying 
for the assistance of the Vice Regal 
Spanish Governor at the City of Mexico, 
to establish a colony on the Rio del Norte, 
to furnish him two hundred horse soldiers 
and provisions for twelve months, so as to 
conquer and take Spanish possession of 
that region, which petifion was granted, 
and put in operation the following spring 
He had received the title of Governor, 
and his family was to be “ ennobled” with 
the trie of Marquis, etc., for four genera- 
tions He got the privilege (ù e, the 
backing to plunder ıt from the rightful 
owners, the aborigmes), to seize and 
work the mines—which had been dis” 
covered and put in operation by the na- 
tives themsefyes—and permission to par- 
cel out the aborigines among his officers; 
in oiher words to make slaves of them, 
and establish himself in an authority 
more dishonest and despotic than any 
modern monarch would venture to assume.

Americanize them “on the square,” for 
what in the “days of yore they were, they 
at the present moment are,” to wit: low, 
ignorant, thievish and tricky; the men 
generally speaking without much integ- 
rity or manly honor, and the females, en 
masse, of all classes and conditions, most 
generally devoid of constancy, virtue, 1n- 
dustry, and household tidyness. There 
are few and honorable exceptions, of 
course, of educated wealthy fambies of 
the pure-Castilian caste, but the masses 
of the common people—Mexicans, or 
mixed up cross-breeds, as they are to a 
great extent—appear to have inherited 
only the cruelty and ignorance of their 
ancestors, together with no small portion 
of their bigotry, supérstitjon, and small 
vices generally. Being of an magina- 
live temperament, and very accommoda- 
ting moral principles—cunning, loqua- 
cious, sycophantic and deceuful—they 
have no stability except in artifice—-no 
profundity except for intrigue—-quabities
